RB: Before we get under way, I’ve got a question for you. I want to 


interview is about. You’re with the paper? 

MS: Right, The FULCRUM. 

RB: I am a little surprised, because isn’t this your third year? Have 

you been with the paper each of these three years? 

MS: No, only two.

MS: The Walter Tedick Memorial Basketball Scholarship and 

Basketball scholarships in general. Question one: How is the money 

for the scholarships raised and is there any guaranteed amount? 

RB: The money is raised in several manners, first of all through 

solicitations from private individuals including members of our 

Board of Trustees who give scholarships and we use some of the gate 

receipts for scholarships. We are in the process now of an Alumni 

Club that is trying to raise funds, a Hornet Club that we've just 

organized. Is this basically what you want to find out? 

MS: Now, CAMS did guarantee $1200. And we would also like to 

know if you guarantee any amount in scholarships? 

RB: CAMs guarantees... 

MS: They did when they had it. 

RB: I would like to point something out in that conjunction, that 

last year, actually CAMS violated an agreement of almost a decade 

and we have some minutes when the Athletic Board of Control 

granted permission to CAMS to solicit for the Christmas Classic 

Program. The agreement was that they could solicit, but 50% would 

be turned over to the Athletic Board of Control which would in turn 

delegate this money for scholarships if they so desired and which 

they did. Actually CAMS has violated an agreement of the last ten 

years and really in a sense owes the Athletic Board of Control 

$600. 

MS: What are the qualifications a person needs to receive the Walter 

Tedick Memorial Basketball Scholarship? 

RB: Well, he has to show some need, he would have to be a 

basketball player, and he would have to be qualified academically, 

that means that he would have to be admitted to the college. [ 

would like to point out that CAMS itself, this is not unusual for 

people to designate what the scholarship is going to be for — you 

understand that. For example, CAMS itself did that with its 

scholarship. It restricted their scholarship to Business students and 

to a certain amount. You could check in our catalog and see that 

there are a number of very restrictive scholarships, so what we are 

doing in basketball is no different than what they are doing in other 

areas of the college. I think it’s very important that the student body 

understand this. 

MS: Who gets the scholarship and what is it to be used for? 

RB: I think we’ve already been through that. Are you talking about 

-the Walter Tedick Memorial Scholarship? 

MS: Right. 

RB: These will be designated to recipients who have some ability in 

basketball and who show some need and who are qualified students 

as we have already indicated. 

MS: What is it used for? 

RB: What is what used for? 

MS: The money, I mean. 

RB: What’s any money used for? 

MS: For tuition or for what? How do you go about presenting it to 

them? 

RB: We have all our scholarships administered through the Financial 

Aids Office. Any money that is collected goes directly to the 

Financial Aids Office. And the money is then distributed through 

the Financial Aids Office, like all of the grants are. ~ 

MS: Mr. Rogers and I have already gone through this, but; Why do 

basketball players get it? 

RB: Well, I-might ask why do Business Club students get it, or why 

do Business students get them, why does the Dental Hygiene 

Department have scholarships that are restricted to certain 

individuals? Why does Chenango Valley give a scholarship that has to 

go to a given graduate, and I notice that the fireman now have a 

scholarship and they are restricting this scholar: so I don’t see where 

this has any impact on it. If you want to know why we have 

scholarships for basketball; is this what you are getting at? 

MS: Basically. 

RB: Alright, well, I'll be glad to go through that whole thing, I think 

we've given you some history now on what happened. In other 

words, back in 1963, the Business Club, if you’re talking about the 

Business Club scholarships, asked for permission to solicit from the 

Board of Control, this permission was granted provided 50% came to 

the Athletic Board of Control, for its own scholarships. This year the 

Business Club abragatted that agreement and did not turn over 50%

In the October 29th issue of 
The Fulcrum, your editorial was 
concerned with an _ obvious 
commendation of President 
Nixon’s recent proposal for “‘... a 
face-saving solution to the war in 
Vietnam.” Carrying a definite 
correlation of this program to 
previous presidential plans 
dealing with international affairs 
the editorial, suggests that the 
President’s five-point plan 
borders on the brilliant. Also 
mentioned in the same editorial 
was the lack of reaction by the 
academic community to this 
plan possibly due to the fact the 
o students were still 
flabbergasted at the thought of 
Nixon being right in Cambodia 
and don’t care to question his 
present decision.” May I suggest 
that the author of this editorial 
has perhaps over-looked the 
entire crux of the matter in an 
attempt to oversimplify? 

It is true that the President, 
strategically speaking, 
precipitated a definite step 
towards military victory in his 
entrance into Cambodia in May. 
It is also true that troop 
reductions are indeed evident. It 
is true that the casualty lists are 
becoming less numbered. We are 


“saving face’? concerning, the 
war. 


But why is it a matter such 
extreme necessity that America 
“*save face.’”’ Why must 
Americans insist on following in 
the steps of their past. To be 
completely honest with 
ourselves, one must conclude 
that America is now as it has 
always been, more concerned 
with its image than the sanctity 
of human life. 


Were the President to have 


committed the mortal sin of 
admitting that perhaps in this 
particular instance the United 
States had erred -— _ were 
Americans to have realized that 
it is not ignoble to be humanly 
wrong — _ perhaps Cambodia 
would not have been necessary 
and troop reductions now a 
historical fact rather than act. 
This is the issue that I, as other 
members of the academic 
community propose. This is the 
issue that stands more pressing 
than one hundred Cambodians 
or a million troop withdrawals. 

I feel it necessary to offer the 
editorialist an answer to her 
concluding statement. She 
seemed to believe that students 
felt compelled to be silent in 


their evaluation of 
President’s new program because 
he was “right” concerning 
Cambodia. “Or maybe their feet 
hurt.” No, Miss DuMont, their 
silence does not eminate from 
sore feet. Maybe their hearts are 
tired.

I will express a compliment 
and then make two suggestions 
about The Fulcrum. 

The Fulcrum restricts the 
articles to the major interest of 
its audience i.e. the college and 
the national and local events 
that affect this academic 
community. This policy is 
illustrated in a recent issue: all 
the articles on page one (about 
the college) and an article on 
page three, S.O.S. (a national 
organization affecting students). 
Your editorial emphasis is 
laudable. 

I suggest a series of articles to 
parallel the ““Who’s He” column. 
This series would feature 
students with unusual skills, 
hobbies, part-time jobs, etc. 
There are many personalities 
that could provide a columnist 
with more than enough material 
for a series stressing the variety 
of student interest. 

In newspaper reporting, there 
is a difficulty in distinguishing 
between facts and influences 
(attitudes and conclusions) 
about those facts. Since your 
articles are initialed, perhaps you 
view them, not as news articles, 
but columns, such as Jack 
Anderson’s, William Buckley’s, 
Tom Cowley’s, and ~ David 
Kossi’s.

Scholar Incentive Date Changed

Have you applied for your 
Scholar Incentive Award yet? 
The sooner those _ incentive 
applications are in, the better 
chance you will have of getting 
your award back without a long 
wait. The deadline date has been 
extended to June 30, 1971. 
However, if you wait that long 


before applying, the award may 
come much later than expected. 

Who is eligible for the Scholar 
Incentive Award? The only 
requirement is that a person bea 
resident of New York State for 
one year prior to applying. 
There is no scholastic criterior 
involved in this incentive award. 
The awards are based on the net 
taxable income of your 


guardians. The maximum award 
for one year at Broome Tech is 
$200; the minimum amount is 
$100.

Have you ever wondered who the man is’ behind the evening 
and summer sessions and resource developement program? That 
man is Mr. Carleton S. Everett, Dean of Continuing Education. 

The Dean of Continuing Education has general responsibility for 
the evening and Saturday session, (directed by Associate Dean Gino 
A. Canale) the summer session, directed by Assistant Dean Otto J. 
Behrens, Jr., and the Resource Development Programs, directed by 
Dean Everett. Long range planning, program development, and 
community service aspects are Dean Everett’s immediate concerns, 
in addition to recruitment, orientation and supervision of faculty for 
these programs. Other specific concerns include the maintenance of 
academic standards within these programs as well as preparation of 
catalogs and related publications. 

Dean Everett is very concerned about the educational program for 
part-time students. He worries that many people are unaware of the 
courses and opportunities open for them in the Continuing 
Education Program. 

Dean Everett expressed his opinions on some of the issues on 
campus. In relation to the swimming pool, he said that if a complete 
physical education building is to be built, a good job should be done, 
In other words he thinks a swimming pool should be included in 
Broome Tech’s expansion program. 

As for the issue about the Faculty Dining Room, Dean Everett 
Stated that in any issue as such, the problem(s) should first be 
identified. Then after exploring the needs thoroughly, a solution to 
best answer the problem could be obtained. Dean Everett admitted 
that a split of the Faculty Dining Room appeared to be a good 
solution. There are groups and special classes that use the Faculty 
Dining Room for meals or meetings. The Dean of Continuing 
Education wondered if the present dining room area could be made 
available to these groups when they needed it. 

Just out of curiosity, Dean Everett was asked his opinion of the 
Women’s Liberation Movement. His reaction was in favor of the 
movement. In fact he thought that everyone and everything should 
be liberated. 

One comment from Dean Everett concerning the college was, “I 
am very pleased about the Full Opportunity Placement recently 
approved by the Trustees. The more we can do for more students, 
the better. Of course, one implication of this is that we will develop 
more flexibility for more students. I welcome this approach, 
particularly in the developmental and preparatory studies 
programs.” 

Communication between students and faculty also was on Dean 
Everetts’ mind. He hopes that the communication problem can be 
solved and that relationships between students and teachers will 
strengthen. ; 

Dean Everett received his bachelor’s degree in mechanical 
engineering at Cornell University. He later received a Science Faculty 
Fellowship to obtain his master’s degree at Cornell. Dean Everett has 
been the Dean of Continuing Education for the past six years. Prior 
to this, he was an instructor here in mechanical technology. 

The Dean of Continuing Education keeps busy this year in his 
Spare time as President of the Southern Tier Swim Club and as 
member of the Board of Deacons in the First Congregational 
Church. He is also vice-chairman of the enlistment program in his 
church. 

One interesting activity of Dean Everetts is jogging. In the last two 
years he has jogged a total of 1150 miles. He jogs about five days a 
week at an average distance of two to four miles a night. Tennis is 
also an active sport of the dean’s. Dean Everett likes to relax to 
music of the classical nature.

basketball scholarships. Furthermore; they themselves restricted the 
people those scholarships could go to, I thought that was a little bit 
ironic because as [ looked at the people who solicited I noticed that 
Professor Cann did about 90% of the solicitation, I can only give four 
students names. Of all the people who solicited, there were only four 
students involved. I’m sure there must have been a couple more in 
there someplace. But only one other student. Two other students 
solicited more than a couple of ads and the point I’m getting at here, 
Mike, is that the students contribution here was very minimal I think 
this is important here to understand, here again the students seem to 
want to question and criticize but when it gets time for them to do 
something we really don’t get much action out of them. But to get. 
back to this history, so for ten years — almost ten years, since 1963, 
we've had this agreement; now this year they violated it, and as a 
result ['d like to read this memo that I sent to Professor Rogers on 
August 3 Ist, 1970: 
Dear Ray, 

As I indicated to you last June, I was shocked and 
disappointed to learn that CAMS had abragated an agreement 
of over ten years. Whereby half of the funds raised by selling 
advertising for our annual basketball tournament has been 
allocated for basketball grants in aid. 

Therefore, because of the increasing shortage of funds for 
basketball grants, I find it necessary to utilize the sale of 
basketball programs sponsorships within the Athletic Board of 
Control. ’m sure that you in the Business Division will be 
happy to know, however, that we expect any funds that we 
raise through the programs to go-to the Walter Tedick 
Memorial Basketball Scholarship. I feel that this is especially 
appropriate because of the long association Walter had with 
basketball throughout his career here at Broome Tech. 

I might add that ’'ve had no word or written word from anyone 
in the Business Division, no written response. I’ve talked briefly with 
Professor Rogers and I got the impression that he was rather happy 
that the Business Club was no longer charged with this obligation 
and that we were going to take it over. Now it happens 
coincidentally that a group of alumni approached me and wanted to 
organize a Hornet Club. We have done that, we have got a Hornet 
Club organized, we got a drive set up and have initiated our drive. I 
think it’s important to get the alumni interested in some sort of 
project of this sort. If you wanna know about scholarships in 
Broome Tech basket ball,-Pll go through that right now. First of all 
why basketball grants in aid? Two reasons; one - to perpetuate the 
Broome Tech program at its current level, perhaps even to upgrade 
it. That is to attract the caliber of player that can win against the best 
junior college teams in the east, perhaps in the nation. Second to 
provide needy student basketball players in and out of the county 
with the financial aid to help them get started on college Education 
at Broome Tech. k 

Why have such a high powered basketball program? To provide 
the student body and community with some wholesome high classed 
sports entertainment that they can readily identify. And second to 
promote the image and allure of the college. Which inevitably are 
enhanced by a winning team. So we think these are important. 

I'd like to point out that this past year we gave a total of just 
under $7,000 in grants to a number of different basketball players. 
This year we are giving about the same amount. 

If you want to look at it from the standpoint of entertainment, 
and we do entertain the student body because we drew almost 8000 
students last year to our basketball games. We entertain over the 
entire season, 16 or 17 home games for a minimum amount of 
money, where as I know just recently the Student Activities 
Committee spent $8,000, they must have taken a $6,000 bath, ona 
couple of bands they brought in here for a 3 hour entertainment, 
and I question the entertainment because I understand that at the 
conclusion of the dance there were a handful of students left, so I 
don’t know what standpoint ..., in other words: this seems to me to 
be some sort of attack on our scholarship program and this is a 
continuing attack, we’re little bit used to it because its gone on 
almost since the start of the basketball program when we first had 
some success and it seems to me, normally, it’s just a hard-core 
revolutionary group of, primarily, faculty and members of the staff 
who apparently get the students agitated and want to question 
everything we’re doing with the basketball program. Its a little bit 
unfortunate, I think, because it appears to me that basketball really 
does enhance life here at the college and I certainly don’t intend to 
let this small hard-core group of dissident people kill the program, 
unless the administration and the trustees feel its time for the 
program to go downhill. 

So we do have this Hornet Club, its an active group of alumni and 
interested friends and we intend to raise these funds and we intend 
to continue to give basketball grants unless the college trustees, the 
administration tells us otherwise. As I indicated this is completely 
above board, all funds that we collect will be turned over to the 
Broome Tech foundation and these will be ear-marked as Basketball 
grants, and they will be administered by the colleges financial aids 
office, under the guidelines that are laid down by the NJCAA. We 
have certain guidelines, we can give so much financial aid, a 
maximum financial aid; we probably won’t even approach that 


maximum but we will use these guidelines in making,the awards. 


This is not unusual. This is nothing that isn’t done all over the 
country, it’s nothing that isn’t done in Junior College circles. 

MS: Weren’t part of these funds gotten by the sale of programs at 
basketball games? 

RS: these are the very programs that I’m talking about, and I’ve 
just indicated that this is a basketball tournament program. In other: 
words, this is part of the athletic program, part of the basketball. 
program, this was the vehicle that was used to raise these funds and 
as I pointed out to you, CAMS itself did a very very poor job, the 
students themselves did a very very poor job of raising funds and 
without Bob Cann there probably wouldn’t be $400 raised because 
Professor Cann over the years has done most of this work himself as 
I think you can find out with a little investigation. So I’m not 
exactly sure what the point of all this inquiry is. I certainly would be

-MS:Question one, we looked through the records and there are no 
ahtletic scholarships for anyone but basketball players, and we were 
wondering how come this is holding?’ 
RB:There are a couple of reasons for this. First of all, there aren’t 
enough funds available, where are you going to get the funds for 
athletic scholarships in other sports? Now we get them because we 
make a lot of money at the gate in basketball, and I have been able 
to go out and solicit people in the community including as I have 
said, members of the Board of ‘Ilrustees for these grants, we have a 
Program which can be sold to the public, we hope to expand this 
Program through the Hornet Club and which has been sold in the 
past by CAMS, so we have a medium for raising money without 
resorting to student fees. In other words, I don’t believe that student 
fees or fees of any sort should be used. Now theoretically, suppose 
we wanted to give scholarships and believe me I enjoyed it much 
more in the early days, when we didn’t have to get in much into 
scholarships, but if we are going to compete in basketball on any 
level we need basketball grants. This has been demonstrated to me, I 
don’t... there should really be no question about this, but unless our 
student body is happy with ys, if they would be happy playing, say 
Harpur JV’s home and home for about four games and the Baptist 
Bible Seminary JV’s, the Delhi JV’s and so on, then we’re going to 
need basketball grants. Now the reason for this is that basketball 
players are in great demand, there is a great deal of competition for 
these kids and we very rarely get many good kids locally because 
they’re given basketball grants at other colleges. The same is not true 
in the other sports you can run on down the line and we compete 
very effectively in all the other sports without basketball grants. 
That’s because none of the other junior colleges are giving extensive 
moneys in the other sports. So this is really just a situation in which 
we get the basketball players, we keep the basketball at a high level 
therefore, we attract the people at the gate we can make money at 
the gate and we can entertain the students, and we can perpetrate 
the program. Now what happens if we decellerate - we give no 
basketball grants, alright — immediately the caliber goes down, we’re 
going to attract nobody at the gate including students, there’s going 
to be no gate receipts that we can use for scholarships and the whole 
program is going to become an intramural type. Now this is not true 
in the other areas because as I indicated there is not that type of 
demand. We can get a lot of baseball players, good soccer players 
and you can look at our record.in the recent years we can get good 


_ wrestlers, we can get good golfers, we can get good tennis players, 


we can get good cross country runners — without scholarships. So its 
really a case of supply and demand. Suppose you wanted to give 
scholarships to soccer .... 

MS:But there have been quite a few good players from out of state, 
like Feyyaz Baskent... 

RB: Not only out of state but out of the country. 

MS:... Barry DeCanto, Bruce Sins. 

RB:Foreign Students ~tight. I don’t understand your point here. 
MS:There were no scholarships — as athletic scholarships for soccer. 
These players were probably the best stars for the past 2-3 years. 
RB: There isn’t any question about that. Which points out exactly 
what I'm telling you — we don’t need soccer grants to attract this 
caliber of players. Now if these kids need money we can give them 
money on the basis of need, anybody who is a needy student can get 
money through the financial aid office. The point is we’re in a 
supply and demand situation to attract good basketball players 
without grants. Another point is since the colleges in our conference 
and in our area give basketball grants primarily — we’ve got to 
compete to stay alive, if we gave; for example, $10,000 in soccer 
grants then we would attract all the best kids we could find, it would 
be just a matter of 2 years and nobody would play us in soccer. We 
couldn’t get a schedule because we would be giving these 
scholarships. The same would be true in baseball or anything else. 
The fact is that because everybody is giving basketball grants — 
nearly everybody that we play, most of these people we compete 
against are giving some sort of basketball aid, its an accepted thing 
and we have to do it in order to compete effectively. 

MS: How many basketball scholars are there at the present time. 

RB: There is no set figure. We have 8 boys who are getting some aid 
this year in basketball. Now once again this is something that is a 
matter of record. In the financial aids office, you might say well how 
many Dental Hygiene Students are getting financial aid this year. 
This sort of question would make about as much sense to me as... 
MS: Well Dental Hygiene is a definite learning curriculum and 
basketball is just an extra-curricular activity. 

RB; You trying to tell me that there’s no learning from basketball. 
OK: They’re all students. Basketball players are students. 

MS: Not as can be applied on your record. 

RB: Id like to point out ... 

MS: How many credits and how many honor points are they getting 
for playing basketball. = 

RB: I suppose you could say that it’s almost like ... uh... almost like 
the ... the newspaper. Like here you are on your third year for 
example. Of course, no basketball player can compete for more than 
two years. But we can have students in some of these other activities 
apparently indefinitely. The point is and of course a lot of people 
are not interested in the facts they’ve got their minds made up 
already so you really waste your time almost discussing the 
situation. The fact is that I gather that the vast majority of students 
and the vast majority of people in our community and our 
administrators and our trustees believe in the type of basketball 
program that we’ve been giving and again its this hard core, 
dissident, revolutionary group of kids egged on by some radical 


faculty that continually try to kill anything that seems to be 
successful. I might point back to about ten years ago when we had a 
highly successful music program far superior to what we have today. 
Many of the faculty apparently got quite jealous of the director and 
as a result through a variety of means they eventually managed to 
kill the program. Well now who got hurt because of this marvelous 
music program that we no longer have? Well did Charley Green who 
no longer directed it? — No. Right now he is the President of 
Muskegean. Community College. He nearly channeled his energies 
elsewhere and got his Doctorate Degree and moved on. But Is) tell 
you who did get hurt — the student body who no longer have the 
opportunity to sing with him. The community that no longer had a 
chance to hear his program and the student body themselves who 
used to be spectators he used to give a dozen programs a year and I 
think this is just one illustration of what a small group of people can 
do in tearing things down rather than building things up. What we’re 
doing is completely above board, its completely open, we’ve 
consulted with the President and the trustees over the years, its 
something that’s being done all over the country. For example 
would you go in, Mike, to Notre Dame and try to tear down their 
football program, would you go in and question why they’re giving 
football scholarships and why they're not giving scholars in marbles 
and tiddley-winks, and fencing for example? The _ point 
is .there is nothing new or different about what we’re 
doing but it’s just that it happens to be a successful program 
and as a result it seems to me the type that attracts attacks by 
people, I’ve got to attribute it to jealousy if to nothing else. 

MS: We’re not attacking the program, we don’t want to tear it down, 
we want to build up programs in other areas. Like, right now you 
relate football to tiddly-winks while I was relating basketball to 
soccer and both are successful programs around here; you were 
relating, and you missed my point, non-academic to academic 
scholarships. [’m trying to build up more scholarships for the 
non-academic level. 

RB: I’ve tried to point out... 

OK: There are other scholarships! 

RB: I’ve just tried to point out... 

MS: Just for basketball, it’s the only non-academic scholarship, now! 
RB: I would like to point out, Mike, that I certainly have no 
objections to scholarships for soccer or all our other sports. Let me 
make that very clear; my only point is where is this money going to 
come from? From the basketball proceeds? Absolutely not, because 
you would soon destroy the basketball program. This is the thing 
I'm trying to make clear, which is so difficult to get across to some 
people. Suppose you gave four soccer scholarships. Now you’ve got a 
lot of headaches, the coach himself would find that with four 
scholarships based just on soccer ability and not on need, that some 
of these other people are going to be mighty unhappy. You’ve got a 
lot of problems unless you can get a lot of money for these grants. 
As I’ve said the first problem would be internal, the second problem 
would be external, because as soon as you were so powerful that you 
overwhelmed everybody else, then you would be out of business as 


_far as the soccer program is concerned. 


MS: Is all the money reserved for athletic scholarships used in one 
year, or is there ever any carryover from year to year? 

RB: Yes, sometimes there is a carryover. In other words, if we 
should have $50,000, we wouldn’t give it out to everybody so they'll 
have a lot of spending money. So, for one thing, we have to look 
ahead to kids we’re obligated to as freshmen, we wanna’ make sure 
we’ve got them covered for their senior year; because somebody may 
decide that they’re not going to give a grant in the second year, 
funds may not be abailable. We might wind up with a terrible season 
and nobody comes to see us play. In other words our grants — so far 
we have never even given a complete grant as they do with some of 
our opponents, For example, Johnson and Wales, which is in our 
league; I was just talking with their coach about two weeks ago and 
he feels that there is no way they can fail to win the regionals and go 
to the nationals this year. One thing he says, of course, is that they 
have 12 full scholarships. Now, this is room, board, tuition, fees, 
laundry money, etc. Now, we don’t even approach that. 

I wish we could because that’s the only way we will be able to 
compete effectively with the top junior colleges in the country. 

MS: You said that $7,000 has been given out in the past year. 

RB: Last year — under $7,000 — the same thing is true this year — 
under $7,000 in total basketball grants.

In the beginning the Spirit of 
Education looked on the wet, 
marshy swamplands of Broome 
County and said, “let there be 
dryness.””
